Lyman Welliver, of Red Deer, low 
medaist in the qualifying round and 
favorite from the go-in, Thursday 
won the championship of the tour- 
nament defeating (his fellow towns 
man, Joe Welsh, at the 19th green. 
Welsh was the holder of the trophy 
last year, having won in the final of 
1982 over C. L. Willis, Stettler. 

Thursday’s final wae one of the 
most interesting ever seen in the La- 
combe tourney, and the play was 
watched by a sizeable gallery of 


enthusiastic golf followers. From 
start to finish the issue dung in the 
balance and there was little to chooge 
between finalists. Welliver’s range 
off the tee gave him an edge on sey- 
éral of the longer holes, but the ac- 
curacy of Welsh’s short game and 
tis putting ability kept him right in 
the fight until the finish. 

It was a good final for Welliver 
to win and a hard one for Welsh to 
lose, and both came out of the strug- 
gle with credit. What breaks there 
were in the game were evenly divid- 
ed; alifMough on at least a couple of 
occasions Welsh failed to take advan- 
tages when his opponent was out of 
bounds. Welliver’s ability to execute 
shots of near perfection in those 
instances saved him a heap of troub- 
le. 

The edge swung either way sev- 
eral times through the playoff, and 
at no time was there anything like 
a wide margin either way.

Meanwhile, Welsh smothered 
his drive and also failed to get tite 
best results with a brassie second, 


failing to reach the edge of the! 


green until Ke had played his fourth. 
Welliver then pitched up and was 
down in a single putt for a birdie 
four to square the match, and at 
the extra hole he repeated. He drove 
a long ball down the middle, was 
practically green high with his sec- 
ond and had a putt for another bird- 
ie four while the best Welsh could 
manage was a par five. It was a 
fine finale to a match that produced 
a wide variety of good golf shots. 

Welsh took the lead at the first 
hole when the registered a birdie four, 
sinking a lengthy putt after reach- 
ing the green in three, but it was all 
even at the short second, where Wel- 
liver found’ the green from the tee 
and took a pair of putts for a three 
while Welsh had to chip on and fail- 
ed with a long putt. 

Losing a stroke by being out of 
bounds cost Welliver the third when 
Welsh was down in a par four, but 
at thle fourth the match was squared 
again when Welliver helped himself 
to a birdie three. 

Off this fourth tee Welliver hit one 
of the longest shots seen in thie tour- 
ney. “He was over the raised green 
having carried the gully in front, and 
dead in line with the pin. For the 
next five holes the match remained 
all square with five halves in a row, 
Welliver recovering finely on one 
occasion from an out of bounds pen- 
alty. 

At the tenth, Welliver went on up 
for the first time during the match 
when he registered a birdie four, but 
after halving the short 12th, Welsh 
won the 13th to again get back on 
level terms, a wild tee shot by Wel- 
liver giving (him the opening. From 
there on until the finish no more 
holes were halved. 

Welliver went one up at the 13th 
only to have Welsh snap right back 
into it by taking the next two in or- 
der with a birdie and a par. The 
16th was a win for Welliver to again 
square the match, and then at  tihle 
17th the advantage swung the way 
of Welsh when he got a good four 
after an indifferent enough tee shot, 
Welliver having got into trouble.

Judgment From 
Justice Ford

The judgment fanded down by 
Mr. Justice Ford in the case of Cora 
Lillian McPherson versus Oran Leo 
McPherson will necessarily arouse 
wide public interest of an entirely 
legitimate kind. The defendant is a 
Minister of the Crown. The. Plain- 
tiff is dependent for support upon 
public relief or charity, because of 
the occurences forming the ground- 
work of the action. The action itself 
was based on a claim that fraud had 
been practiced upon the, . Supreme 
Court of Alberta, and that the de- 
fendant had thereby obtained a di- 
vorce from the plaintiff. For all 
these reasons there was keen and 
proper public interest in the proceed- 
ings while the case was in progress, 
and corresponding attention wil 
centre upon the finding. r 

The judgment is a lengthy exposi- 
tion of law, which may be confusing 
rather than enlightening to the lay 
mind. But the gist of it is) summar- 
ized in a s:ntence: ‘‘It is sufficient 
for me to say that on the appallingly 
conflicting testimony given before 
me, I am not satisfied that the ac- 
tion (for divorce) was presented and 
prosecuted by the plaintiff therein— 
the present defendarit—in- collusion 
with the then defendant—he; pres- 
ent® plaintiftfchor with Matténn* ' 

Wherefore Mr. Justice Ford de- 
clined to set aside the divorce or to 
order that Mrs. Cora McPherson be 
continued tthe montoity -alowances 
that for a time was paid to her under 
an sgreemeent which he thinks to 
have been ‘‘tainted with illegality’’ 
becausi2 ‘‘No one can take advantage 
of (13 own wrong.’’ 

The practical result is to leave Mrs. 
Cora McPherson without means of 
support, save such as may be pro- 
vided by charitably disposed indiv- 
iduals or by the public provision that 
is made for the relief of persons in 
distress. 

The Judge does not undertake to 
sort owt from this mas~ of ‘‘conflict- 
ing testimony’’ the parts which he 
believes to be true or flalse. ‘‘No use- 
ful purpose,’’ he says, ‘‘can be serv- 
ed by my stating what pants of the 
evidence I believe or disbelieve.’’ 
That, as to elucidating the judgment 
rendered. 

But on other considerations it is 
much to be regretted that a definite 
opinion on the creditibility of the ev- 
idence was not given. The effect of 
that omission is to leave all parties 
to the action and the court proceed- 
ings under a cloud; and public opin- 
ion to decide for itself who told the 
truth and who committed perjury in 
the witness stand. 

His Lordship suggests that some 
allowance might be made to Mrs. 
Cora McPherson under the Domestic 
Relations Act, if an application were 
rendered. His present view of thiat 
matter, he says, is ‘‘If all the rele- 
vant evidence given in this action had 
been put before me as a judge hear- 
ing an action for divorce, I think I 
would have acted under section 23 
of the Domestic Relations Act and 
made some allowance,’’ to her. 

That being the case, the Attorney 
General of this province might prop- 
erly step into the situation now and 
enter action for such an allowance on 
Mrs. Cora McPherson’s behalf. For 
after all (has been said, a woman who 
has brought up a highly respected 
family of children, whatever her sub- 
sequent faults, should not at the de- 
cline of life be thirown inito the street 
on the strength of evidence concern- 
ing which the judge says no more 
than that “I am not satisfied’’ that 
erllusion was proved on the part of 
fier husband. —Edmonton Bulletin.

Recovery Plan is 
Needed in Canada 


The Canadian Prime Minister is 
expected to return to Ottawa within 
thla next few weeks. The paralysis 
which has overtaken the World Econ- 
omic Conference makes) a lengthy ad- 


journment unavoidable. Before leav- 
ing for London, Mr. Bennett declar- 
ed that if the conference failed to 
develop measures leading to general 
economic restoration this country 
would take separate national recov- 
ery action. It is quite possible that 
he had the Roosevelt example in his 
mind, for Canada is already benefit- 
ing to some extent from the effect 
of the Roosevelt policies. 

Conditions in the two countries are 
not analgous in many particulars and 
Canada is not in a position to at- 
tempt certain of the domestic rem- 
edies already in operation across the 
border. The Dominion is dependent 
on the British market for her ex- 
ports and unlike either Great Britain 
or the United States, she is a bor- 
rowing nation and must continue in 
that role for an jndefinite period. 
Her monetary policies must be influ- 
enced to a great extent by external 
conditions over which she has little 
if any control. She musi export the 
great proportion of ‘her wheat. A 
greater percentage of her total trade 
than that of other countries is ¢x- 
port, 

One thing Canada can do and 
should do is to make a physical ap- 
praisal of her resources of materials, 
machinery and man-pewer in any 
plan of mobilization for extconal or 
domestic objectives. Tih great prob- 
lem to be dealt with is that of restor- 
ing the country to its: natural state 
of progressive development which has 
been arrested for some four years 
by external and unnatural causes. 
The prosperity which is seeping over 
the border is not enough to count on 
The greater part of the profits ac- 
cruing from higher stock - market 
quotations and higher wheat prices 
is not going to the real producers of 
the country, and it is not affecting 
unemployment materially. 

The. return of Mr. Bennett shiould 
be signalized by a concerted effort 
on the part of governments, financial 
industrial and agricultural interests 
to promote complete recovery of Ca- 
nadian business conditions. In other 
words, a miniature economic confer- 
ence is in order. It could be held in 
Ottawa or in Banff or in any other 
designated spot, so long as economic 
planning on a comprehesive: scale is 
initiated. The unsucces ful outcome 
of the conference in London preclud- 


es a policy of further drift. | 


Export trade has almost exclusive- 
ly occupied the attention of federal 
administrations at Ottawa and the 
development of greater inter-provin- 
cial trade has not received the atten- 
tion it deserves. It is plain to all 
that we are losing trade to foreign 
countries like the United States in 
our home market because of the lack 
of adequate competition from Can- 
adian sources. If each province in 
the Dominion would display the same 
interest in the home markets for the 
products of its producers and manu- 
facturers as, for instance, the United 
States does through its consular ser- 
vice and commercial agents, a broad- 
er market and enlarged output would 
be the result. 

At present the United States is 
undergoing a complete process of in- 
dustrial rejuvenation. Canada can- 
not afford to view this wit) uncon- 
cern. Canada must keep up with 
her big neighbor in industrial effi- 
ciency. The national recovery going 
on across the border at present can 
in some respects be duplicated in this 
country at a minimum of expense and 
The 
best brains of the country should be 
mobilized to aid the federal govern- 
ment in formulating a national re- 
covery programme before next ses- 
sion of Parliament. —Herald

It has been predicted, 
he stated, that Ireland would disap- 
pear as a cattle producing country 
and Canada is the logical country to 
take its place in the world market.

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Canada And Its Foreign Born 


Because of the many uninformed and therefore inaccurate statements 
frequently heard to the effect that the population of the three prairie prov- 
inces of Canada are largely of foreign birth, a recent cénsus bulletin issued | 
from Ottawa, and based on the last census (1931), is of interest and value. | 

It is revealed that out of a total population of 2,353,529 in the three | 
provinces, 1,808,574 are of British birth, and 544,955 of foreign birth, and 
of those born under the British flag no less than 1,492,657 were born in 
Canada, 

But, it is frequently argued, these figures do not give a true picture of 
the racial division of our Western population inasmuch as many of those 
born in Canada were born of parents who themselves were foreign born and 
their children, although born in Canada are, to all intents and purposes, the 
same as if born in foreign lands. While in many cases, probably most cases, 
this assumption is not a sound one, the census bulletin recently issued is of 
particular value in that it classifies’ the parentage of the entire population. 


It is shown that the population of the three Western provinces having 
both parents born in Canada numbers 550,456; having both parents British 
born outside of Canada 517,403; having one parent Canadian born and the 
other British born 145,176. That is, 1,213,085 or more than one-half of the 
total population are at least second generation Canadian or British born. To 
these may be added another 191,509 where one parent is either Canadian 
born or British born, while the other is foreign born. 

Contrasted with this is the population born of parents both of whom 
were foreign born. Their number for the three provinces is 945,725, Sub- 
tracting, therefore, the total foreign born of 544,955 from this figure, we find | 
that the number born under the British flag, and mainly in Canada, of 
foreign born parents is only 400,770. These are first generation Canadians. 

The figures are not only interesting but reassuring to those who are 
anxious that Canadian and British blood, customs and ideals shall 
predominate in this land. Another reassuring and gratifying fact is indicated 
by the figures that 191,509 of the population in these three provinces are the 
offspring of marriages contracted between Canadian born or British born 
men and women on the one hand with foreign born on the other 
hand. This inter-marriage between the races is bringing about the develop- 
ment of a distinctly Western type of Canadian, and one that gives promise of 
being a very fine type, physically strong, mentally alert, uniting in them- 
selves the Anglo-Saxon love of liberty, respect for law and authority, capable 
in government, with the love of music, poetry, art, and handicrafts which 
characterizes the peoples of continental Europe. 

Coincident with the publication of this recent census bulletin, Hon. C. H. 
Cahan, Secretary of State at Ottawa, issued a warning to judges within 
whose jurisdiction falls the duty of naturalization of aliens to exercise care 
in the performance of such duties. He drew attention to the danger of 
certain malcontents applying for naturalization solely in order to protect, 
themselves from the danger of deportation, or, in other words, seeking 
Canadian citizenship not out of love for Canada, or to advance «Canadian 
interests, but in order to secure for themselves greater freedom in 
undermining Canadian laws and institutions. 

“And a Saskatchewan judge, commenting on the same subject, is reported 
in the daily press as urging the Federal Government to see to it that 
applicants for naturalization are supplied with literature which will enable 
them to learn something about Canada. Some assistance, he said, should be 
given to those who wish to become Canadian citizens. 

Canada has probably been somewhat careléss in the freedom with which 
citizenship has been conferred upon alien residents in the past, and 
negligent of its duty to these people. All too frequently naturalization has | 
been obtained solely in order that patent to homestead lands could be 


secured. Other thousands have taken out citizenship papers in order that | 


they may vote, but possibly without any very intelligent idea of what the | 
duties of true Canadian citizenship really involve. _ 

Five years residence in Canada will not in itself make a Canadian 
citizen. Ability to read and to write does not in itself constitute intelligent 
citizenshp. The mere possession of naturalization papers, while it does make 
@& man or woman a citizen in the eyes of the law, does not necessarily make 
such person a citizen of Canada in the true meaning of the word “citizen.” 

It should be a matter of national policy to inculcate right ideas and high | 
ideals in the minds of all newly created citizens. To that end it would seem 
that something more is required than so many years residence and the 
taking of the oath of allegiance on the one hand, and the handing over of a 


piece of official paper by the Government on the other hand. There should be | 


some formal ceremony at which the vital significance of becoming a citizen 
of Canada would be emphasized. 

We believe these new citizens would themselves welcome some such 
procedure. The vast majority of them have acquired a real love for Canada. 
They adopted it as home, and desire to make it that not only for themselves 
but for their descendants. They are anxious to serve Canada, to make it 
better and grander. They would like advice, inspiration and guidance. The 
State should provide it.

The name of the island was 
originally Passamaquoddy, but it was 
given its present name in honour of 
Lord William Campbell, Governor of 
Nova Scotia about 1770. The name 
Campobello was given by Captain 
Owen, partly as a complimentary 
punning on the name of the governor 
and partly because it describes the

Japan’s Pearl Crop 


Planting Of 40,000 Acres Of Waters 
Largest In Years 

The péarl plantings in Japan this 
year, in contrast to most crops, will 
be the largest in. years. More than 
40,000 acres of quiet waters have 
been sown with more than 3,000,000 
pearl oysters, and thousands of peo- 
ple are employed. The pearl crop be- 
ing planted now will not be harvestd 
for seven years. 

Millions of seed pearls or tiny 
bits of mother of pearl, are skilfully 
inserted into living oysters for the 
pearl crop. The oysters slowly proceed 
to cover these irritants with a secre- 
tion which transforms them’ into 
pearls. The oysters are placed in steel 
cages and suspended a few feet above 
the floor of the sea from great rafts. 
Twice a year they are brought to the 
surface, cleaned and treated, to pre- 
vent disease. Some 60 per cent. of the 
oysters bear fruit, but only about five 
per cent. are marketable. 

The annual crop is valued at sev- 
eral million dolars.

Between Latvia and Germany 


That great German Reich and the 
very small republic of Latvia are in- 
dulging in a certain kind of war. 
Each has established an embargo on 
all imports from the other. 

It began very unofficially when 
certain Latvian citizens decided to 
boycott German goods and Ger- 
man merchants as a protest against 
Hitlerism. Germany took official no- 
tice by barring Latvian butter. Lat- 
via took the next step, a very official 
one, by barring all imports from Ger- 
many; and Germany made the thing 
complete by putting up bars against 
all Latvian trade. 

At first glance it appears that 
little Latvia must be the greater suf- 
ferer. Her exports are almost wholly 
agricultural, and Germany has been 
her best customer. But on the other 
hand Latvia imports nearly all her 
manufactured necessities, and in the 
past has purchased most of them in 
Germany. 

Neither nation is likely to suffer 
very seriously but Germany will real- 
ly lose more than Latvia. The Ger- 
man gesture of brow-beating a small 
state for the offense of an unofficial 
boycott is similar in principle to the 
Japanese “punishment” of Shanghai 
for boycotting Japanese goods. ‘It is 
far from heroic. 


“The time limit is the very essence 
of this program,” says Sir Edward 
Hilton Young, Minister of Health.

consideration of the sun; for it, after 
all, not only generates heat but is 
also the chief force in compressing air 
and moving it, whether cold or in a 
heated state. An interesting factor, 
this year is that the sun is expected | 
to generate an increased amount of 
heat, because the number of sunspots, 
is on the increase and, contradictory | 
though it may seem, the more blem-| 
ishes there are on the sun the more 
heat it emits. 

But this heat, to continue with the 
meteorologists’ tale of contradictions, | 
ordinarily brings cool weather in this 
area, for the warmth’ becomes trans- 
formed into solar energy, stirs the at- 
mosphere and brings large. gusts of 
cold northern air in this direction. | 
There is, however, the settlement of | 
time lag connected with this solar 
energy, since it works largely through 
heat storage in the ocean. Immediate 
wather conditions show a. terfdency| 
to correspond with solar conditions of 
six or eight years ago. tn the solar 
period which will control our weather 
this year, according to the scientists, 
sun energy was on the decrease 
and, as a result, we are now in a time 
of decreasing atmospheric. circulation. 
That means, if they are right, what 
was said in the first place; less cold 
air is coming this way. 

All of which, it is to be feared,

Material Used Is Not Injurious To 
Any Substance 

Fire Chiefs from all over the coun- 
try attended the first demonstration 
in England of a new fire fighting de- 
vice that is to revolutionize fire 
fighting. The material used consists 
of 90 per cent. air, 8 per cent. water 
and a few penny-worth of special 
soap powder, the small tank fitted to 
the average fire tender, providing an 
ample supply of water for the most 
serious fire, thus overcoming the fire- 
men’s difficulty in finding water in 
remote districts. The resultant mix- 
ture creates a foam which is abso- 
lutely uninjurious to any material, 
and will disappear in a few hours af- 
ter the fire is extinguished, thus dis- 
pensing with salvage operations.

Most Encouraging Réport Issued By 
Minister Of Trade and Commerce 
. “There was an important expan- 
sion in industrial activity atthe be- 
resulting in the 


has been reported in any month since 
June, 1980,” according to a statement 
issued by Hon. H. H. Stevens, Min- 
ister of Trade and Commerce. 

“The Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
reports,” said Mr. Stevens, “that the 
payrolls of 8,105 firms throughout 
Canada increased from 715,068 on 
May 1, to 743,572 at the beginning 
of this month, or by 28,504 persons. 
This gain of four per cent. was ap- 
proximately twice as large as that 
reported on the same date in either 
1932 or 1931 and, unlike the increase 
last year, has the added significance 
of including much smaller increases 
due to employment relief undertak- 
ings. The increase was greater than 
the susal seasonal gain recorded in 
the last twelve years. 


“Pronounced advances were report- 
ed in manufacturing, the additions to 
staffs exceeding those noted on the 
same date in other years of the 
record except 1922 and 1928. The 
favorable movement extended to 
nearly all classes of factory employ- 
ment. In the non-manufacturing di- 
vision all the major industrial groups 
except communications also showed 
improvement. Stream-driving opera- 
tions resulted in heightened employ- 
ment in logging. This group and 
trade, as well as mining and services, 
showed improvements which compar- 
ed favorably with the movements on 
the corresponding date of 19382.” 


Selling More Art Treasures 


Earl Of Egmont’s Priceless Silver 

Plate Going Into Auction Room 

More treasures of the rancher Earl 
of Egmont are to be sold at Christie’s 
in London. The old masters and other 
pictures inherited by the late Earl 
have already been dispersed, and now 
the massive silver plate is coming in- 
to the auction room. 

It is only four years since Freder- 
ick Joseph Trevelyan Perceval left his 
ranch in Alberta and went to England 
t@ settle at Avon Castle, Ringwood, 
Hants, as the tenth Earl of Egmont. 

The silver plate now to be sold 
contains a good deal of 18th century 
silver salvers, meat dishes, and the 
like, several of which Were especially 
made for the second earl. 

The most important item is a rare 
James I. silver-gilt wing-cup, an heir- 
loom which had been presented to 
Lord Arden, another branch of the 
family, by Princess Elizabeth, after- 
wards Landgravine of Heese Hom- 
berg, for use in his chapel at Nork. 
The Baron Arden was a Lord of the 
Admiralty about the end of the 
eighteenth century, and was M.P. suc- 
cessively for Launceston, Warwick, 
and Totnes. 

A set of three George I. casters is 
another rare item bearing the name 
of the celebrated London silversmith, 
Paul Lamerie, 1725. 

A German silver-gilt tankard has 


presented to Lord Arden by Queen 
Charlotte, the consort of George ILI.
